RAILROADS REFUSE COMPROMISE.

Chicago, July 16. — The faint hope of 
•ettlement of the freight handlera* 
strike < iit( I taliiPil liffoif noini was 
dashed shortly after noun, when PreS' 
Ident Cumn r«o«fT«4' word that the 
Northwestern, the Erie and the Sante 
fe roads had refused to entertain the 
compromlae proposed In petitions 
presented by committees uf the strik- 
ers. The Northwestern, the Wabash 
and the Wiaoonain Central roads told 
the committees to return later In the 
day. It was believed the delay was 
wanted In order that conferenss 
Bight be held with the other roads. 
The Brie and Santa Fe managements 
told the men they would accept no 
other settlement that that proposed 
July 1. This is a stltter stand than 
tker hftTe made any time elnee the 
date named. 

Fearing trouble about eight hundred 
policemen were held in reserve at 
down-town stations or at the railroad 
warehouses in anticipation of a possi- 
ble attempt to raise the embargo on 
freight occasioned by the freight 
handlers' strike, hihI the aymiMtbeUc 
walkout of the teamsters. 

The situation was regarded as even 
more serious than Monday, as tbe fail- 
ure of conferences was believed to 
mean that the merchants, who are 
suffering over a million dollars loss 
erery day of the strike, would assume 
a determined attitude. 

Houses in different lines of busi- 
ness, but especially those handlinR 
perishable goods, declare their inten- 
tion of manning their trucl<s and at- 
tempting to take freight from the 
warehouses of the railroads. After 
tbe meeting of the teamsters after 
midnight, when it wa.s arranged that 
the freight handlers should make tlie 
last proposition to the managers, the 
merchants changed their plans of ac- 
tion, the first thins to wait the result 
of the conference. The men were in- 
structed, among otin thin(;.s. to de- 
mand nVi cents an hour for truckers, 
and on this point the railroads have 
taken a decided stand. Secretary 
DrlBcolI of the Team Owners' associa- 
tion is quoted as stating that eight of 
the railroads were willing to p.ay 17Vi 
cents, but there would remain 18 still 
pledged to pay no more than 17 cent.s. 

The extra large force of reserve 
men on hand at police stations was a 
r«flection of the feeling, that any hour 
was liable to bring forth trouble. 

Said one wholesaler: "We ara 
waiting the result of the conferences. 
Should they fail as the others have 
failed, then It will be a flgbt to tbe 
finish. We have got to do business 
even if the militia has to be called 
out. A few hours will tell the story." 

Otbem expressed themselves In a 
similar vela. One man said that the 
fight would be to completely crush the 
teamsters' union. This union, he 
said, bad broken Us contract made 
only a tew weeks ago, and as it could 
not be relied on to keep a contract 
nothing remained but to crush it If it 
persisted in staying out In Yiolation 
of its agreement. 

Tbe full membership of the state 
■board of arbitration, headed by Presi- 
dent Job, held a meeting, at which it 
was planned to resume active efforts 
toward ooncillation. as directed by 
Qovemor Yates. 

A continuance of tbe strike threat- 
ens to tie up buHding operations in 
the city. Several cars of brick were 
on tbe tracks, where they have been 
for soma time. The supply comes in 
day by day, and it is said that tbe pres- 
ent supply will last only a little time, 
possibly not more than 24 hours. 

Buslnees Agent Hanks of the brick- 
makeri' union declared that should 
the freight handlera oontlnue to re- 
fuse permission to move brick from 
tbe treijtht yuidii between ten and 
twenty thousand building men would 
be out of work within a week. 

By noon the good efteeU of the 
presence of President Young of tbe 
teamsters' union in the city was ap- 
parent Through the efforts of Mr. 
irSang tbe teMUtert working for 
South Water street commUsioa firms 
were persusded to carry perishable 
freight from the "straighf cars. By 
"gtralgbt" cars la meant cars contaln- 
tnc one kind of freight only, and con- 
dgaed to one firm. Tbe objection of 
the teamsters to handling freight 
touched by the nonunion men now in 
the warehouses was overcome by bar- 
S the teamsten Uking the freight 



direct from the cars themselves. In 
this way perishable goods reached the 
street during tbe forenoon, and the 
situation was partially relieved. Many 
cam of vegetables and fruit, however, 
still remain in the railroad sheds, as 
the teamsters will not touch it after 
the nonunion warehousemen 'have 
once handled It 

Another recult of Mr. Young's ef- 
forts was to consider the plan to man 
the teams with their owners in an at- 
tempt to move caravans under police 
protection in and out of the freight 
yards. At the meeting of commission 
merchants this plan was held In abey> 
ance, priuling the sikiirs ol' Mr. 
Young's efforts. A little ordinary mer- 
chandise, it Is said, was also handled 
by he teamsters, direct. Pockets of the 
freight handlen did ndt interfsr«i 
They knew from the determined tone 
of the meeting over which Mr. Young 
presided that interference would nlien 
ate the sympathy of tbe drivers, on 
whose steadtastneaa their auccesa ad- 
mittedly relies. 

Hibbard, Spencer, Bartlett ft Com- 
pany, hardware whole^;aIerp. p(iFt''d a 
notice that unless the strike was set- 
tled they will lay off a large part of 
their force. Tbe firm employs 1,000 
men. 

A committee was appointed to visit 
President YounK and ask him what 
would be bis attitude should negotia- 
tions fait He said to them in an- 
swer: 

"I will order all the men to go to 
the barns and do all work assigned to 
them, including the hauling of freight. 
1 Will order them to live up to their 
agreements. I will not, however, ask 
them to work if physical violence 
threatens them." 

Should the strike not he settled and 
the teamsters attempt to carry out Mr. 
Young's oji^era, it Is believed violence 
would alidcot certainly result Presi- 
den Curran of tbe freight handlers' 
union was In a determined mood Hi.s 
anger over the action of the teamsters' 
officers and the ac< usations of breach 
of faith charged against him had not 
cooled. 

Opposed to General Strike. 
Ix>uisvllle, July 16.— J. D. Wood, 
president of the United Mine Workers 

of Kentucky, and a member of tho 
executive board of the national or- 
gani/.ation, passed through this city 
on his way to Indianapolis to attend 
the miners' ecmventlon Thursday, 
when the Question of calllnfj a pen- 
eral strike in the bitumlnor.s region 
will be decided. Mr. Wood stated that 
be, together with tbe entire Ken- 
tucky delegation, was unalterably op- 
posed to a ijeneral strike being order- 
ed, as it would necessitate a breaking 
of contracts between the miners and 
their employers, and would do tbe 
national organisation Irreparable 
damage. Mr. \vood has written to 
President Mitchell giving the views of 
till' Iveutueky d<le(;at iiin, and will 
make a strong tight in the convention 
against a general suspension of oper- 
ations.

Muuy Die Heeaiite I'bybiclans Luck 
Bloral Courage. 

New York, July 16.— "Tbousands, 
tens of tbousands of people die be- 
cause their physicians have not the 
moral courage to say to them: 'This 
is tuhereulosls. and now Is th« time 
to take precautions."* 

Such was the statement made by 
Medical Ofileer Riggs of the health 
department, in an address before the 
summer school in I'hilantlircjiiic work, 
conducted by the charity organizations 
society. 

"In the ease of autopsies in New 

York hospitals, which have come un- 
der my knowledge," he continued, 
"fully CU per cent had had, some thno 
in their lives, tuberculosis. Of these 
a llttiR more than half had died of 
that disease. The remainder had re- 
covered, and in many instances had 
not known of its existence in their 
systems. A third of those who die 
in our hospitals die of consumption, 
in one of the older cities of Europe 
the proportion is much greater. 

' The tubercular bacilli do not mul- 
tiply outside tbe system. They tend 
to die. Infection by the original bao- 
ciluB Is rare. Large numbera are 
quickly deBtroyed Direct snnllght 
destroys them quickly, daylight In 
tune. Tho danger ii In dttttrt dark 
rooms. 

"Tubereulosis Is an absolutely pre- 
ventable disease. It is not only pre- 
ventable, but curable. It is simply a 
question of how early a diagnosis is 
made. If it can be made at tbe be- 
ginning, 8 per «ent «t l«Mt of tho 
oases are our•l^^ If p l» »l< in • pure 
atmosphere."

Such action 
of the yellow cereal, after having 
reach<'d the fancy price of itO cents 
less than a forttit'^ht ago caused all 
sorts of gossip, the principal tone of 
which was that the Oates crowd had 
been beaten, and the much-feared 
corner was broken. All natural condi- 
tions and influencPB favored lower 
prices when the nin uInK gonj; started 
uneasiness on tbe floor of the ex- 
change. July com could not with- 
stand 827 cars of arrivals that show- 
ed on the Inspection sheets. The 
price dropped from 80 to 70 Oentl. ThO 
total break is 20 cents.

Tbe bulls explained their neg- 
lect of the July options hy saying that 
prices were too high to take care of 
the big receipts of cash stuff. July 
broke to €6^ cents, and closed 15 
cents lower at cents.

It is not 
popular to proclaim that there are dis- 
tinctions in the law a* drawn between 
the so-called masses and classes, between 
poverty and wealth. There is no law or 
so-called justice that baa not, waiting on 
its dockets for trial, the cases of those 
whose pnvi'rty i- their oiilv crime, men 
and women whom the law will undoubt- 
edly arqnit, in many inatanot-s, sooner or 
hiter. When the slow luai liincry is 
ready to grind the griet into a criminal 
or a sadly wronged innooent with no 
means to ri^rht his or h« r wrongs. Per- 
sons of means can secure learned and 
talented attorneys to give them 
show of personal liberty until the time 
of tbeir trials are reached and they shall 
be proven innocent or guilty, hut for the 
unfortunate "moonshiner," the moun- 
taineer who baa bad the temerity to 
convert his own ^rain into delectable 
whiskey, perhaps for hia own use, or 
perlups, too often, for the purpose of 
sailing it to neighbors, the crime is rank 
and the ofl'ense "smells to high heaven." 
Often, a trust magnate, a defaulting 
eashier, even a murderer, if wealthy, can 
secure means to insure personal liberty 
often pending trial, even with the con- 
sent of bis majesty. The Law, and his 
minions, the officera of the court. 

The moonshiner from the mountains, 
not being a magnate, usoally with one 
suit of clothes to his back and no money, 
not even a pound of ginseng as a contin- 
gent fee, is left immured in a prison cell, 
oftad poorly fed, in badly ventilated 
qnartars, waiting for months— a prisoner, 
until such a time as the majesty of the 
law is vindioatad or tba victim acqpnitted.

scenes and inciilenta of a thrilling na- 
ture of tbe late Civil war. 

Dr. Stevenson was a warm personal 
friend of the late Lieut.Gov. W.J. Worth* 
ington, of Kentucky. He was bom in 
Maeon County, Ky., on June 11, isli, 
and was a life oember of Garfield Poet. 
O. A. R., in Covington. He waa Past 
Siirkff.iii (ierieral of the Natioaal (i. A. 
R. He joined that organization on Feb- 
ruary 28, 1886, and waa one of tha most 
enthusiastic and energetic membera of It 
for many years. Dr. Stevenson waa well 
and favorably known as a medical prac* 
titioner and began his praftlce in Cincin- 
nati ia lSij7. During the Civil war he 
served with distinction under Col. War- 
ner. He was at one time Assistant Sur- 
geon of tbe Twenty-first Kentucky In- 
fantry and later Snrgeon of the Twenty- 
second Kentucky Infantry. He had a 
wide arq'iaintance throughout Ohio and 
Kentucliv and his death will be greatly 
deplored. Dr. Stevenson left three 
daughters, Mra. Katharine Lewis, and 
the Misses Julia and Cora Stevenson 
For some time past Dr. Stevenson, who 
was in hia nlnaty>first year, had aaade his 
home at Norwood.

The first half of tbe week waa very 
warm, but the latter part quite cool. In 
a few of the northern counties along the 
Ohio river from Owensboro to Maysville 
fairly good showers occurred, but very 
little rain fell in other portions of the 
State. The need of rain ia beginning to 
he felt in some localities in the south- 
western counties. Crops of all Icinds 
made good progress during the weak and 
farm work advanced rapidly. 

Wheat threshing shows a slightly bet- 
ter yield than was expected, probably 
a little more than half a crop, of good 
quality. 

Corn is in splendid Ron<liii'>ti, and, with 
favurabie conditions in tbe future, should 
make one of the largest crops produced 
in several years. 

Tobacco is starting od rather slowly, 
especially in the dark tobacco countiea in 
tbe west ; in the hurley districts it is do- 
ing considerably better. Tbe acreage ia 
decidedly less than usual. 

Oats are being harvested and a eood 
crop is reported. Irish potatoes are very 
promising. The hay crop in tbe central 
and eastern oonntiea is better than ex- 
pected. 

Hemp is making good growth. Sorg- 
hum is looking esptrcially well. Gardens 
are generally in fine condition. Pastorea 
have impro%'ed. 

Apples are dropping badly and will be 
a very poor crop. Tbe peach crop will 
be almost a failure. Blaokberriaa are 
very scarce. 

In some localitiee chinch bugs are ba> 
coming quite numerous, and are damage 
log corn to some extent.
